SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 





Tue Superintending Schoo] Committee have attended to the 
services required of them, according to the best of their ability, 
and respectfully present their report. 

It is generally known in this community, that one of the 
committee, Rev. Mr. Browne, removed from our place the last 
summer. ‘The interest that gentleman ever felt,in the schools, 
and his experience in their management, was such that his te- 
moval necessarily devolved increasing care, labor, and respon- 

ssibility on the other members of the board. 

There has been, so far as the committee have been informed, 

no unpleasant occurrence relative to discipline, or order, in any 
e our schools the past year. Very good decorum has been ob- 
served, and very general satisfaction felt throughout the town, 
with the government and instruction; though in a few instan- 
ces, the committee have heard some fears expressed as to the 
profitableness of their schools. 'The committee feel grateful, 
and would express their thanks to the several prudential com- 
mittees, and to their fellow citizens generally for kind co-oper- 
ation and assistance in performing their duties. 


Disrricr No. I. The grammar school in this district was 
taught during the summer term by Miss Cross. This lady has 
had a considerable experience in teaching, and has had a good | 
reputation also for controling her scholars. She succeeded 
wellin her work here. ‘The attendance was much better than 
it had been for two summers before. The order was good, and 
the improvement of the school as a whole better than was ex- 


pected. ‘The committee have not learned but what universal 
satisfaction was given. 
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The winter term has been taught by Mr. Smith, the same 
gentleman who was the teacher last winter. ‘Ihe practice of 


employing the same instructor from year to year, when practi- 


cable, and when the satisfaction is such as to warrant it, se- 
cures many advantages. Mr. Smith’s school has prospered 
well this winter; more, it has flourished. ‘The attendance has 
been good; and greater regularity in the attendance than in 
some former years, the interest excellent, and the instruction 
systematic and thorough. 

The primary department, summer and winter terms, has been 
under the care of Miss Hunton. ‘The easy way of governing a 
school, so well carried out by Miss Hunton, has not only made 
her task delightful, but of the utmost advantage to the school. 
There has been good improvement, and all, though some of her 
scholars are small, seemed to be engaged in their exercises, 
and she has well»sustained the excellent reputation that. this 
school has formerly acquired. 


Disrricr No. If. The schools in this district, taken as a 
whole, have made commendable progress during the past year. 
They are well divided according to age and attainments, and 
so Classified as to pursue their studies very successfully. One 
new, beautiful and very convenient school house has been built. 
It is situated so as to accommodate the primary scholars in the 
easterly part of the district. 

The grammar school bas been in the hands of Mr. Kendall 
this year, the same as last. His faculty to please the scholars 
is proverbial. In many of the branches very excellent progress 
has been made, and in none of them is there any real deficien- 


cy. ‘This school is not always quite so free from noise.as is 


desirable, though in this respect the committee have been hap- 
py to perceive a considerable improvement. ‘The winter term, 


has gone on very pleasantly, and very good improvement has | 


been made in the studies; a portion ofthe reading is uncom- 
monly good. Some, twelve or more, have been through Adams’s 
Arithmetic, with a good understanding of it. The attendance 
has been good. Mr. Kendall has been assisted in the winter 
school by Miss Slader, an experienced and thorough teacher. 
As the final examination cannot be made before the report is 
written, the account cannot be quite complete. The same is 
true of a.portion of our other schools. ace 

The next in grade is the one’taught by Miss Marshall in the 
west room on the lower floor.. Miss Marshall was the former 
teacher. Her efforts have continued as acceptable and as pro- 
fitable as they were the last year. The committee have uni- 
formly found this school in the best of order, and the instruc- 
tion given*in a systematic and thorough manner. 

The east room on the same floor has been occupied summer 
and winter by Miss Wight and her large flock. ‘This energet- 
ic, persevering and accomplished teacher has had charge of

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this school for several years, and no higher testimony of her 
qualifications for her responsible place need be asked, than the 
continued and warm approbation of the patrons of the school. 
Since the erection of the new house, her room has not been so 
uncomfortably crowded as formerly. Her time also has ena- 


_ bled her to give instruction to a few classes more advanced. 


The next school, and one too of about the same grade as the 
last,is alarge primary school taught by Miss Spalding; she 
occupies the new house. Her schoolis large and every way 
prosperous. Miss Spalding is a faithful and successful teacher. 
Her house is the most convenient and agreeable for a school of 
any room in the district. It is well located, alittle retired from 
the business of the place, and plenty ofroom for play ground, 


“and fresh pure airto breathe. All our schools are now well pro- 


vided with these essential requisites for health. 
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Disrricr No. Til. The summer term was taught by Miss 
Marsh and superintended by Mr. Browne. ‘The opening of the 
sehool gave good promise ; and although expectation was not 
quite realized, at the close, yet there was no occasion for cen- 
sure. ‘The only deficiency, ifany, was the want of greater en- 
ergy in the teacher and consequent animation in the pupils. 
But in this respect it was not below the average of our sum- 
mer schools; and it must be considered that the small number 
of scholars is unfavorable for this. 


Miss Marsh is decidedly a pleasant teacher, exhibiting great 
kindness in all her deportment towards her scholars. She 
seems also conscientious in discharging her duties, and in ex- 
ercising a truly womanly care over the younger children. No 
instance of co oppiint reached the superintendent, and it is pre- 
sumed that the terin passed away to the satisfaction of the dis- 
trict. 


The winter school was under the instruction and manage- 
ment of Mr. Senter, and superintended by Mr. Pratt. The num- 
ber who attended increased a little from the winter before. 
Mr. Senter manifested much interest in the improvement of 
his scholars, he kept fine order, advanced his pupils as far as 
could be reasonably expected in the time, and so far as the 
committee know, gave good satisfaction in the district. As the 
number of scholars is becoming greater, the subject of a better 
school house will increase in importance, till it may be hoped 
sufficient interest will be felt to lead to measures for a house 
suitable for the accommodation of a school. In formeryeurs 
the committee found excellent schools in this district, and some 
of the best scholarsin town. ‘The time cannot be distant when 
with a new, or renovated house to encourage the scholars, and 
inspirit the teachers, an impetus will be given to the schools in 
this district, perhaps, beyond what was ever felt, even in their 
palmiest days. 
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District No. IV. The summer term was taught by Miss 
Spalding and superintended by Mr. Browne. ‘The teacher Ja- 
bored under the advantage of a previous acquaintance with the 
school, the warm attachment of the scholars and the confidence 
of the parents, as well as the superintending committee. And 


judging from her success during the last summer, the superin- . 
tendent would venture to presume that this will not terminate — 


her connection with the school, and that all the advantages we. 
have spoken of, will be increased rather than diminished. 

Miss Spalding exercises an easy control over her pupils, and 
seems almost to combine a juvenile familiarity with a matronly 
dignity in her intercourse with them. Her mode of instruction 
is also remarkably correct and efficient. The superintendent 


has never visited a pleasanter school, where pleasure and in- « 


struction were more happily mingled. ‘This arises from good 
intellectual qualifications,in the teacher, united witha sunny 
disposition. — 

There was one fault in the recitations, however, which may 
easily be corrected by immediate attention. Along with great 
readiness and familiarity with their lessons, many of the schol- 
ars had acquired a habit of such rapidity in readiug and recita- 
tion, as to be indistinet. ‘This is a serious blemish, and quite 
an unnecessary one. With this exception, the superintendent 
would select this as a model school. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Esther A. Clapp. ‘The 
attention was good. ‘The school promised at the commence- 
ment of the term to be a profitable one, and it proved sv. 
Miss Clapp hasan easy manner, and governs her school most 
happily. Fone of her classes might aes mentioned as having 
made more than ordinary progress. The schoolis very small, 
and has an excellent house, and more should be'expected than 
where schools do not possess these advantages. 

There was one fault which was alluded to by Mr. Browne, 
that of reading too rapidly. There was however improvement 
made during the term in this respect, but there is still room for 
more. But upon the whole, the school is as good as the aver- 
age, if not better,

‘ * GENERAL REMARKS. 


1. Improvement. In regard tothe general aspect of the 
schools, there are no marked deviations from the general mode 
and appearance which have been of long standing. ‘This may 
be considered by some as a matter of gratulation, taking it for 
granted that the schools are in keeping with the march of en- 
terprise in our country. This the committee believe is desery- 
ing of consideration. Are our schoolsin keeping with other 
enterprises in the State? ‘The committee believe thereis no 
royal road that any one can travel to obtain an education. That 
it can only be obtained by constant and patient application. 
But notwithstanding this may be the way to obtain an educa- 
tion, yet the question may arise, cannot the way be improved ” 
It is very evident that machinery has been improved, while 
the same course has been pursued in manufacturing. 'Thege 
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improvements have been made by investigation and the closest 
application, together with experiments. ‘he same might be 
said of agriculture. No one will deny that there have been im- 
provements in this essential branch of industry. The commit- 
tee would refrain from suggesting any new method; yet they 
deem it of importance to throw out the suggestion, hoping that 
others more competent will give the subject due consideration. | ~ 


2. Dismisstnc Wepnespay Arrernoon, &c. The commit- 
tee have given considerable attention to the new plan of dis-— 
missing the schools every other Wednesday afternoon. There 
are one hundred and forty-four hours in the six week days— 
thirty one anda half hours of which 1s all the time that the schol- 
ars are in school each week. Now will one and a half hours 
more be taking too much from the time that scholars are allow- 
ed for exercise? ‘The custom of dismissing schools a part of 
Wednesday afternoon, was formerly confined to the higher 
schools, for the purpose of preparing declamation and composi- 
tion, out of school, and was not designed for schools like ours. 
The practice of dismissing the schools on most other occasions, 
save the standing holidays, the committee also deem undesirable. 


3. New Scuoot Books. There is continual effort, and 
sometimes strife, on the part of interested publishers, to intro- 
duce new books. Ifthe wish of publishers and book agents, 
sometimes seconded by a portion of the teachers, should be- 
come the rule of action, the greatest confusion would follow, 
and a worse than useless expense required. The committee 
have uniformly and perseveringly discouraged and resisted all 
such efforts exceptin an instance or two, and believe that where 
the books now in use are not quite defective, they should not be 
displaced for new ones, unless, such new ones are decidedly bet- 
ter than the old. .

REMARKS. 

In presenting our doings for the past year, it gives us great 
satisfaction to present so favorable an account of our Poor 
Farm. Our most sanguine expectatious have been fully realized 
in our new superintendents. It will be seen by the foregoing re- 
port that the farm has supported al] the paupers for the past 
year, and leaves a balance of one hundred and thirty three 
dollars towards paying the interest on the cost of the farm, so 
that the actual expense of supporting paupers, including the in- 
interest on the cost of the farm, does not amount to one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars. *. 


Our highways have been kept in such good condition that the 
town has not been subjected to any amouut of expense on ac- 
count of any damage sustained by the community. There has 
been a petition presented for the laying out of a new road, 
starting near Hiram Woods’s, and leading to the north Hollis 
road, near the Marshall place, about a mile distance. ‘he pre- 
sent board of Selectmen have examined, and think very favor- 
ably of the route, but being late in the season, did not think 
best to lay it out, but they would recommend to their successors, 
an examination of the route, as they think that a new road can 
be built for about the same expense that it would cost to put the 
old one in suitable repair; besides, it would save quite an ex- 
pense in breaking roads, and some fifty rods in distance. 


In closing, allow us to add, that throughout our administra- 
tion of the affairs of the town, our policy has been of a pacific 
nature, both with other towns and with individuals; that the 
town is not involved in any. law suit, nor is there any prospect 
of any. -
